The Annual Campaign for the raising of funds for Elyria's 


charitable institutions begins February 12th and will continue 
ten days. 


An effort is going to be made by the Community Chest workers to get every meat, wo- 


man and child in this city to contribute something to this fund. 


Reduced to common terms and stripped of legal phraseology, these are the rules 


of the Community Service Council for the distribution of the funds. 


L Organizations receiving support from this fund must be located and operated 


in Elyria. No money will be spent outside the city. 


2. Organizations receiving money from the Community Chest for building or 


\J 
property, must provide a local board of trustees composed principally of Elyrians, 
in whose namd the property must be held. This is done to prevent the possibility 
of any national organization disposing of such property and transferring Elyria 
funds to other cities. 


3. When an organization wishes to increase its expenditures for either running 


Expenses, buMng, or buying property, it is expected to ask the approval of The 


Community Service Council. 


If the Council approves an increase in the running expenses, then it will try 


to provide the necessary funds. 


If the Council approves a plan for buying property or building, they, the 


Council* will undertake to raise sufficient funds to pay off the indebtedness 10% 
a year. However, the organization that wishes to expand must first incur the 
debt. In other words, the organization that wishes to buy or build must first show 
good faith enough to make a start. Then the Council assumes the burden. 


In common with everything else, it costs more to operate these institutions 


this year than it did last year, so they will be allowed an increase for running ex- 
penses up to 40%, or not over $5,000. This with the consent of the Council. Pro- Women's Auxiliary, 
bafcly all of them will need the full 40%. It is estimated that this increase will V M f
